Its complete' deiDolisbmetit 
was speedily looked for. 

Capt. Rogers, of the Calskill, and I'ay- 
master Woodbury, wore killed l)y a shot from 
VVagoer, while engaging thai fort within 100 
j ards of the beach. 

The harbor and Siono rivers wcro lillod 
with torpedoes, some of which liad been 
picked up. Ono exploded under the Pataps- 
co, but did no harm. 

Admiral Dablgrcn was anziouA to save 
Us vesseU for heavy work after the fall of 
Samter, and let tbe army reduce the fort if 
posaible. ' 

An ODtcr wall 40 feet high and 10 feet

Mr. Fitzwllliam moved an address for copies of 
any correspondonce between Mr. Laiigfurd anil 
the Colonial iJcpartment relative to alleged abuses 
iu the tiovernment cf Vancouver laltnd; olany 
cnrrivpoudeiice betweei, the Colonial Department 
and Governor Douglas, referring to .^Ir. Lanfr- 
ford's ctiarges ; f any corres])oiideuce with iho 
Qovernmeut ol Vancouver I-laud relative to the 
appointment of Chief Jasliro Cameron, and tho 
remonstrancej against such appninlment ; and of 
any petition recently received from A'aucouver 
Isliiid, praying for the redress ot ijricvances. 

Mr. C. l-'ortoseue said he would nut detain Ihe 
House for mure than a few moineiils while giving 
explanaliou with respect to this matter. It 
uld ho ((uite iinpossihle to raise a discussion 
upon the papers, eve n if there wero room for the 
charges which Mr. Laiii^ford tirought, which thore 
was not, unlil those papers were In the hands of 
hon. menibers. The facts counected with the 
papers were simply the.se. The iion. geiitlcinaa 
came to him and said he wished to move for cer- 
tain papers containing cliargca brought by Mr. 
Langford against most rcspcclablo ollicials in the 
Colony, includinK Ooveroor Souglas, Chief Jus- 
tice Cameron, Mr. Attorney-Oenoral Carey, ami 
others. He told the hon. grntlcmaa that he bad 
no objection whatever to produce the papers, but 
that it he wero a t'riond of Mr. Langford he would 
odvisc him not to press for them. He urged the 
hon. gentleman, if ho was resolved to persevero, 
to add after the word "copies," ■' or extracts" — 
that beini< the usual course In moving for papers 
of that kind.
